I (From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Oct. 29.— The Beaver line is 
to get the Atlantic mail contract. Tbe 
government is not able to accept the 
offer of an alternative service to St. 
John and Portland, made by the Allan 
line, on account of the condition im- 
posed that the G.P.R. should guarantee 
a certain amount of freight. The gov- 
ernment cannot control the railway com- 
pany in this matter. Suggested modi- 
iicationa in the Beaver line ofl'i r are un- 
der consideration, and the ctintract will 
probably be closed next Tuesduy. 

Mr. Forin, of Rossland, is in tbe city 
to interview the minister of militia in 
regard to the organization of a military 
corps in the Kootenay country. He 
thinks that a company of infantry should 
be established at Rossland and another 
at Kamloops. The departmental auth 
orities look favorably upon the sugges 
tion. 

To-day's Militia General Order's con 
tain a promotion and three appoint 
ments in tbe Victoria battalion of the 
Fifth Regiment Canadian Artillery: 
Second Lieutenant B. H. T. Drake bo- 
comea Lieutenant; and Messrs. liubert 
Bolton Haines, Frederick John Naftel 
and Percy Bretter Fowler become Second 
Lieutenants provisionally. 

Tbe customs department wae advised 
to-day that tbe government cruiser Con- 
stance had seized in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence the schooner Canada, Captain 
Mncey, with $4,000 worth of contraband 
whiskey on board. She is thought to be- 
long to a (iuebee city smuggling syndi- 
cate. 

R. A. D. Lister, of Duraley, England, 
has offered to gratuitously visit Wales in 
the interests of Canadian immigration, 
alter having spent several months in tbe 
Canadian West. 

Canadian grapep have not bfi.in favor- 
ably received in England, as Spanish 
grapes are much preferred. 

Ottawa's representatives in parlia- 
ment have joined the city council in 
submitting to the government a propo- 
sition for aiding in tbe proper mainten- 
ance of Ottawa aa tbe capital. Con- 
sideration baa been promised. 

Tbe finance department has yester- 
day from some anofiymous source the 
sum of $1,050 of " conscience boodle." 
It comes from the Maritime Provinces, 
as it is in bills of tbe Marine bank, seldom 
Been here.

T.HE TERRIBLE YANTIC. 

She Commences Her New C.ireer by a Col- 
lision in the St. Lawrence. 

(iL'Kiiicc, Oct. 29. — (Special)— The 
United State's frij^ate or training sliip 
Yantic, Capt, Moore, from Boston to 
Detroit via Quebec, Montreal, and tbe 
lakes and canals, collided with the Am- 
erican Transportation Company's steam- 
er Caiiadieniie, Capt. Miiaon, at I'oint 
iiu Pizeaii, six ur Kuveii miles above (Jiie- 
liec, at about h-An this aioriunt.'. Tlie 
Cnnadiemie when struck was ruiiuitifj 
on her proper side of tbe liver, on the 
eoutli Bhore. The Vantio struck lier 
across tbe starboard aide, almost cutting 
her bow in two, and carrying away her 
foremast. The full extent ol tlio dam- 
age cannot yet be estimated, but no part 
o[ iho vessel's cargo was damaged, A

FREE FOR A DAY. 

The Windsor Incendiary Escapes From 
Sleepy Gaoler But Is Re- 
captured. 

WiNDSOK, N.S., Oct. 29.— John Mc- 
Intyre, the fire-bug, escaped from the 
block house yesterday while the gaol 
keeper was asleep. He had been left 
with his bauds free and climbed through 
a window. The alarm was raised im- 
mediately after, Soldiers went out over 
the country and the bridges were 
guarded, while the citizens turned out 
armed. Mclntyre waa eventually cap' 
turned and held by some section men in 
a railway cut. 

INDIANS ON THE WARPATH. 

The Game Trouble in. Colorado Assnming 
Large Proportions. 

Denvku, Oct. 29.— The Denver Times 
received the following at noon to-day 
from Steamboat Springe, Ool., October 
27, via Wolcott: "A courier has just 
arrived here bringing a message from 
Game Warden Wilcox to Sheriff Nie- 
man asking for help. The message 
states that the Indiana have burned the 
Sons' ranch near Cross mountains and 
killed one Cable, a messenger sent out 
by Wilcox, who tried to arrest tbe In- 
diana for violating the game laws. They 
resisted and began to fight. Five In- 
diana were killed and sub-chief Star 
McOauly wounded. The Indians had 
stacks of green deer hides in their poa- 
seesion and were alanghtering on all 
sides. 

"The fight occurred tsventy miles 
west of Steamboat Seringa, in lioutt 
county. One hundred men are now on 
their way to aid the sheriff. The settlers 
are gathering on Vaughan'a ranch. The 
Indians are threatening to pillage and 
murder. The squaws have been sent 
back to tbe reservation and reinforce- 
ments are coming. State troops may 
be called for if tbe ahwriff flada that mat- 
ters are as serious as reported," 

MR. DALY'S DEPAETDEE. 

An Exciting Time at the Farewell Demon- 
stration iB Wraericic. 

Duiii.iN, Oct. 2n.— According to a des- 
patch from Limerick there was great ex- 
citement throughout that county last 
evening in anticipation of Mr. John 
Daly's departure for the United States. 
The police pattolled the entire town in 
special force, asit was feared there would 
be disturbances, and a strong force 
guarded the residence of the Mayor. 
Mr. Daly addressed a large and enthus- 
iaatii; meeting of hia admirers, and in 
the course of an impassioned speech 
denounced the fllaj'or of liimerick aa 

tlie myrmidon of Dublin Castle," for 
having struck Mr. Daly's name oil' the 
list ui Inircesses for the current year on 
the ground tliat he had not occupied a 
residence iit Limerick for twelve months 
prior to August 31 last, thus renderintr 
liiiu ineligible for election to the mayor 
ally. 

CABNEGIES CLOSING ODT. 

Armor Pl.-ite Making Has Not Paid And 
Tliey Are Tired of the Experiment. 

I'.\itis, Out. 29. — Andrew Carnegie, 
who is here, says tliat be has offered the 
CArnegio armor plato works to the Uni- 
ted States government. If the offer ia 
not accepted, the firm will sell them 
abroad. He says that he only took np 
the armor buBineas from a sense of duty 
to hia country and the works have never 
paid. The firm means to sell out at tbe 
amalleat possible loss. 



Nkw Yonic, Oct. 29.— Henry George 
died at the Union Square hotel about 5 
o'clock this morning. After speaking at 
several campaign meetings last evening 
Mr. George returned to the hotel abont I 
o'cloclr. He ate a light supper and im- 
mediately retired. About 3:30 this 
morning he awoke and complained of 
suffering severe pains. He then became 
unconscious. Mrs. George was with 
him, and bis son, Henry George, jr., who 
also waa in the hotel,' waa hastily eum- 
moned. Dr. G. E. Kelley, Henry 
George's phyaician, in the death certifi- 
cate aays: I' Chief cause, apoplexy cere- ' 
bral ; contributory cause, asphyxia; dur- 
ation of the disease, one-half hour." 

Mr. George was not an old man in the 
matter of years, but was never rugged. 
He wag extremely sensitive in hia mental 
and physical structure, and those who 
knew him best feared for tbe results of 
an excitiiif canvas a auch aa that Mfhich 
IB now in ita last hours was sure to be. 
Newspaper men who have been in part 
of George's campaign, felt he was under- 
going a strain, and surely and rapidly 
breaking down. At times he had been 
incoherent. His whole temperament 
underwent complete change. 

Henry George was born on September 
2, 1S39. He received a common school 
education and went into a counting 
room. He waa also a sailor, and he 
learned the printer's trade. In 1858 he 
reached California, where he worked at 
the printer's case until ISGG, when he 
became a reporter, and afterwards an 
editor, working at diflereut timea on the 
San Francisco Times and Post. He re- 
turned to New York in 1880, and went 
to England and Ireland in the following 
year, where he waa arrested aa a auapect, 
but afterwards released when his identity 
became established. 

Rev. Dr. McGlynn, a staunch sup- 
porter of Mr. George, reached tbe Union 
Square hotel a little before 11 o'clock. 
When he waa taken into the.room where 
hia friend lay dead he burat into teara'.' 
There waa a'distres ing scene. After- 
wards he said : " Henry George died as 
the brave man Lincoln died, Lincoln 
was assassinated just after his great 
work of saving the union was conpum- 
mated. It waa Baid tliat he was muci- 
fuUy spared the petty annoyances and 
bickerings of tbe reconstruction period. 
Henry George waa struck down hy fate 
in tbe zenith of bis powers. But tbe 
great work that he inaugurated will go 
Aa a man and a philosopher it will 
be long before hia like will be seen again. 
Ilia goudneea and gentleness singled bini 
out among all men, and, with others, I 
almost worshipped him." When Dr. 
McGlynn was able to think calmly over 
hia recent intereourse with tbe dead 
man, be recalled that his friend bad fre- 
(juently expressed to him premonitionB 
ttiat hia end was approaching and had. 
used language that he now saw indicated 
a presentiment that he would not outlive 
his campaign. 



NEW TI?BROE IN POLITICS. 

Woman Candidate's TtmcMng Appeals 
Have Distanced Her Male Rival for 
a Public Office. 

Toi'Kiv.\, Kan., Oct. 29.— Miss Ada P. 
Dowd, who is the Republican candidate 
for registrar of deeds of Stanton country, 
has adopted a novel plan of campaign. 
The Stanton country voting population 
is largely composed of stockmen, and 
Miss Dowd hopes to visit every voter in 
the country by next Saturday niL'ht. 
She travels on a horse, wears a cowboy 
hat and carries in an old pair of saddle 
bags a couple of boxes of cigars which 
she gives to tbe cattlemen and boys on 
tbe ranches. Her vigorous and earnest 
campaign and her touching appeals for 
votes have practically driven tne man 
who is her opponent out oltho race.

THE MAYORALTY CONTEST. 

Campaign Put Upon An Entirely New Basis 
Four Days Before the Election. 

Ni;\v YouK, (Jet. 29.— When the news 
of Mr. George's death was spread broad- 
cast, a great crowd, iiiljielled for the 
most part Dy curiosity, gathered in the 
corridors of the hotel. Tbe George head- 
quarters were in a state of demoraliza- 
tion. It seemed as though tlie work of 
weeks had been lost. Messages of con- 
dolence wore pourini: in upon tliewidow, 
anil on all sides tliero were expressions 
of regret. In linancial districts the news 
of the candidate's death brougiit the de- 
tails to a Btaudstill. The proportion of 
George's stipporters in the down-town 
district was knosvn to bo small, but that 
did notdetermen from expressing sorrow 
at Jlr. lieorgc'a untimely entl. Tbe 
scene at tbe George headquarters later 
in the day wag indeBcribable. Men and 
women, barnest followers of the deceased 
candidate, stood about dejected and 
melancholy. Some of the old men were 
weeping, and a number of women who 
had called were Bobbing bitterly. 

The Henry George campaign commit- 
tee was in session over three hours this 
evening. Reports from verious organiza- 
tions supporting George were received, 
and Eeveral leaders made siieeubes as to 
what course should be pursued. Some 
of them favored endorsing Low. Cliarlea 
Stewart Smith and Joseph Larocijue, of 
tbe Citizens' Union, were present for 
tbe purpose of urging the endorsement 
of Low. At the juncture, however, a 
telegram came from Allan W. Thurman, 
urging the nomination of Henry George, 
jr. This suggestion was adopted unani- 
mously and enthuBlastically. Tom L. 
.lohneon was appointed a committee to

o'clock this luorning. 'General Caselee, 
ia command of tliQ eecond brigade, led 
the advauoa upon jlyj enemy's position, 
which was o£ tha etronneat description. 
The casuaUieB a ujo'ag British offloera al- 
ready reported 'ac-e : Capt. Debatts, ar- 
tillery, who yuosnmbed to wounds re- 
ceived during the engagemeat, and 
JIajor Handford Flood, of West 
Surrey Kegiiifent, who was among the 
wounded. The British force will halt 
to-Bigbt at Muatura valley and attack 
Arhanga to-taorrow. 

According to diepatcbea (roni'Gundaki 
Sir William Lockhart explswned hie plan 
of attack to his oflicers last -evening and 
the advance from Gundaki ■commenced 
on the dairkneaa about % o'clock thia 
moraing. The main foioe, with six 
•batteries, moved straight on the paae. 
•Detachnaents were sent to operate against 
the villages on the flanks. When day 
dawned all the troops were'in position at 
the foot of the pass. The enemy's 
poBition waa very strong and the ap- 
proaches to it were greatly exposed, but 
until now the resiBtaDce'bas been trifling, 
the tribesmen having been easily ex- 
pelled from the villages -01 Naazeneand 
kundimishti. 

Three batteriea opened the attack on 
the pass between seven and eight o'clock, 
the artillery thoroughly searching the 
enemy's shelters while a portion of the 
force turned the enemy's position on the 
right. All six batteries then shelled 
the defences. The-enera}' could not face 
the'fire, and General Caaelee, who led 
the infantry spiritedly, had compara- 
'tively easy work. 

The pass wm found to be a series of 
'Bteep riBes, aRording much- dead ground 
to an attacking, party. >Tbe troops under 
cover of a mountain battery captured 
height after height, and finally the 
fourth Ghnrkaa and the West Surrey 
men arrived at the summit together at 

:30 a.m. The enemy now opened a 
well directed fire at the troops on the 
Eummit but were effectually cleared from 
the surrounding heights in about three 
hours. The total casaalties did not ex- 
cead twenty. 

With the expected capture of Arg- 
hana Pass to-morrow, which is within 
three miles of the Afghan frontier at 
Safed-kou, the work of the column will 
be practically completed, for the main 
body of the Afridia, having the Peaha- 
wur column on the east and Sir William 
Lockharl'a forces on the south, will be 
compelled to eue for peace or to Beek the 
inhospitable retirement of the Safed-koh 
range. 

SIX HD»D££D KILLED. 

Wbat the Britisb Gunboat Practice at Ue- 
temnefe Cost tbe Berviabes. 

Cario, Oct. 20. — A despatch from Ber- 
ber, the eouthernmoBt point reached by 
the Anglo-Egyptian expedition of the 
Nile, says that, according to the report 
of tbe Bpies,;theiDerviah commander at 
Metemneh, tbe Dervish poBltioa be- 
tween Berber andKhartoum, announced 
in the moBque that he lost six hundred 
mendurine tbe bombardmentof Metem- 
neh by the British gunboats on October 
20, when the British shelled the town 
and retired, after inspecting it with a 
view of ascertaining its strength and de- 
fensive works. The spies reported also 
that the Dervi«h commander has aaked 
the Khalifa to send him reinforcements.

As a direct in- 
fluence in the campaign, Henry George's 
party disappears with Henry George, 
though its elements remain aa a dubious 
menace. No other leader can be found 
to hold the party together, though some 
of them may follow the anti-Croker 
Democrat ; b"tthe seething mass of dis- 
content., the restless seekers uftera vague 
social revolution, who inado a large part 
of it, are left leaderless and purpoeelesB 
Much of the vote lie proiniBe<l to poll 
will be silenced. Tho campaign is flung 
upon an abaolutely new basis four days 
before the election."

HENRY GEORGE TH^i SECOND. 

Career of the Young Han V>'p9n Whom 
Greitoess Has Suddenly Been 
Thrust. 

Nkw York, Oct. 29. — Henry George, 
jr., was born in Sacramento, Cal., in 
1802. He was taken from school and 
put to work in a printing office, and 
helped to set the type for " Progress and 
2 overty." He came East with his fa- 
ther in 18S0. In 1883 he went to 'Eng- 
land as his father's private secretary. 
After hia return be waa employed for 
some time on the editorial staS of Truth, 
a daily paper.then published in thia city. 
When tbe Standard was founded by hia 
'father as the recognized exponent of the 
single tax movement, be became manag- 
ing editor of the paper, holding thnt po- 
sition until 1891. Then he went to 
Washington as special correspondent for 
one of the Western papers. In 1892 he 
spent six months in England as a cor- 
respondent for several prominent Amer- 
ican dailiea, writing letters on society 
and political subjects. In Ifll'S he went 
to Jacksonville, Florida, to assume the 
editorial management of the Florida Cit- 
izen. He held that poaition for two 
years and then retired to act as his fath- 
er's secretary and to assist in the revis- 
ion of a book on political economy, then 
nearly completed. 

Tbe campaign committee of the 
Thomas Jefferson Democracy after hav- 
ing determined to place the name of 
Henry George, jr., at the head of the 
ticket, iaaued a manifesto in part as 
follows : 

" We declare that the iHenry George 
living to-day stands for all that the 
Henry George of yesterday, now paeaed 
from earth, stood for. He ia pure in 
character, strong in intellect, great in 
ability and unflinching in courage, lie is 
a Jell'eraonian Democrat, whose platform 
is as broad as that of the great leader to 
whose place he has been assigned. He 
trusted the people and believes the peo- 
ple will trust him, and elect him. 

" Again we appeal to the Democracy 
of New Y'ork, to the believers in the im- 
mortal principles of Jefferson for which 
Henry George lived and died, to stand 
by their principles. The standard rais- 
ed by Henry George must not be lowtr- 
ed. The light must go on. Henry 
George muat be elected mayor of New- 
York." 

OmcAOO, Oct. 20.— Early to-day Sec- 
retary Moore, of the Chicago Single Tax 
Club, sent Henry George, jr., a tele- 
gram, in which, after expressing words 
of condolence, ho said: " Advocate un- 
der your signature the election of ."\Ir, 
Low. Your father's death baa beei' 
given to break bosaiam."

W.^siriNGTO.v, Oct. 29. — Complete of- 
ficial conBrmatioa was given to-day to 
the announcement made in these des- 
patches last night that the Behring Sea 
conference had reached an agreement 
for the complete su^penaion or material 
limitation of pelagic sealing. The ac- 
ceptance of Kaaaia and Japan ia even 
more poaitive than haa been heretofore 
atated, the delegatea from tbeae two 
countriea accepting the proposition 
and reserving only tbe right to 
communicate their action to their 
respective governmenfa for the pur- 
pose of having it approved. This haa 
been done by cable. In the meantime, 
however, the acceptancea stand, and the 
proposition is regarded aa an accotn- 
plished fact. The only question which 
it is felt can arise ia the disapproval at 
■St. Petersburg orTokio of what the dele- 
gatea have done, and this is not antici- 
pated. 

The proposition conaiata of three main 
features of an alternative character. The 
first contemplates an absolute euspen- 
eion of all pelagic sealing. Another ia 
for the restriction of such sealing within 
very narrow limits. The nature of the 
third proposition is. not disclosed. 

The action of the conference in seek- 
ing the co-operation of Great Britain 
rather than inviting a breach, is a special 
source of gratification among those in 
terested. Canada continuea to bo the 
one influence in the way of an im 
mediate and aatisfactory «ereement, 
which shall include not only the (United 
States, Ruaaia and Japan., but Great 
Britain and her colonies. The continued 
absence of Mr. Macoun, the Canadian 
delegate, is a source of surprise and some 
little irritation.

To- TUB Es>n&!i : — A ppreciatini; tbe 
value of your paper, f ask yoa to insert 
these iew lines with respeciii io the niin- 
Canada. The mining laws in 
Britiph. flohi.^nbsa nrt; very diflerent to 
the laws in any othor country, in our 
part of the Dominion a man can peg out 
aa many claima as he likes for himself 
and friends; in the Klondyke you can 
only peg out an individual claim ; in the 
former it is neitiier good for tbe country 
nor the proapeetor, as after he haa spent 
^500 he can .still retain his claim without 
any furtlier development, where if they 
hud to employ eo many men to tho acre, 
it would bouetit the country in every 
respect. If the goverDment want to 
make their country what it should be, 
they will change these laws without 
delay. 

Clause 19 could be beneficially altered, 
A miner taking up a claim should have 
a right to all timber for his own use, and 
no one permitted to take any timber oil" 
his ground on any account. Every 
miner should have a license, tbe govern- 
ment to obarxe one or two dollars lor the 
same. This would entitle the miner to 
prospect anywheie, and enable'him to 
peg out a claim anywhere, and when 
payable gold ia got, then the fees should 
be charged, and net till then. Theiinha- 
ing of tiie net for every iiUernatc ciaini 
to !ia left f.ir the ^overiiiuent is ii dis- 
grace. A miner coca tlironnh the frozen 
country proapectins formonllia, perhaps 
years, and anflering great luvrdshipa, and 
aa a rule it is always the poor man that 
oponB the country, and if one prospector 
finds anything ha pe(;a out hie right, and 
the lirst come lirst served, which I 
think is right, witliout the governii>eut 
tuoDopolieing every alternate claim.

Trust- 
ing an abler pen than mine will take 
this matter up and do sotne good for 
your country and tho brave men you 
have wandering in your country for gold.

OPEKATlONfi ON 'CHANGE. 

A Quiet Day But the Stock Market Quite 

Strong. 

Nr.w YoiiK, Oct. 21).— .Sti.icks were apatlic 
tic and stagnant to-day, brokers and oper 
ators upparently beiiij^ taken up with poll 
tics and the complications precipitated into 
the aiii)roaching local contest by the day's 
events. Tlie recent and continuing 
strength in tho wheat market has also 
tended to divert some share orspectilativ 
activity into that cliauuel. Though trad- 
ing was restricted in volume the market 
was quite strong tlirougiiout, aiul oiil3'once 
during the day did prices saga shade below 
last night's le\-el. Sugar g.ive some evi- 
dences of weakness, and it was a decline of 
nearly two points in this specinltj' which 
weakened the general list. Sugarrecovered 
before tho close. Tlio grangers were strotig 
on the Burlington statement for Septem- 
ber, showing an increase for gross oarniiigs 
of nearly ^1,250,000, and an increase 
surplus after charges of noarly 
.$(mO,000 ] reports were current also 
of caiituuied heavy earnings iluriiig the 
current nionlh , Xevertiieless Omaha led 
t lie f^rangers willia net gain of over a point. 
The Southwestern sloelvs and some of the 
Southerns were stroiig on the belief that 
the yellow lever outbreak wotiUI .soon be 
ended by frost. A number of these stocks 
showed net gains of a point or ovor. The 
coalers recovered during the day all of the 
losses which they sullered yesterday, tbuir 
net jjaiiis ruiiniii,',' helweeii one iiinl two 
jioiuts, and in llie case of backawaiiim ex- 
teiiiliii)^ lo three points. I'nlon I'acilic ral- 
lied somewhat, from its recent losses, the 
buying b(.dn(r encouraged by London's e.>;- 
aniple ami by the rumor that a larj-je short 
interest bad beiui created in l,om|oii in 
connection with ]daiiH of an oiipositioii 
.syndicate to bid at the foreclosure sale. 
London was a buyer of various stocks also 
iu this nnirkct. 'The exchange market held 
about steady at the recent decline and the 
money iiiarriot crnitinued easy.

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One of the moat fruitful sources of in- 
formation determining tho abundant 
presence of this scale upon a given apple 
or pear tree is the announcement fre- 
quently made by children, who, in tbeir 
enthusiasm, exclaim ; What beautifully 
speckled apples, or pears, a cersain tree 
produces. And it ia fair to the children 
to say that fathers themselves have been 
heard to say the same thing, claiming 
sometimes speoiid credit for having 
found one particular tree of the orchard 
that bears tbe brilliant red epeckaon the 
fruit. 

It has been found in many instances 
that the entire orchard was overnm with 
the scale so badly that it was impoBeible 
to obtain a dozen apples free from thia 
pest. To illustrate in a homely way 
some of the dillicultiea that beset the 
gardener and orcbardist, I propose 
briefly to enumerate some of the cases 
that have come under my own personal 
supervision in the prosecution of field 
work in thia interesting vocation ; 

First I must tell you of the case of a 
certain store keeper (like many others) 
who had a beautiful home and garden in 
the suburbs of the. town. Going into 
his store one morninK he hand^ me 
several apples with the remark that they 
were the handsomest apples of that par- 
ticular variety be had ever seen — they 
were so beautifully spotted with bril- 
liaut red spots. An examination of the 
trees proved tbe presence of the peat on 
every tree in his garden. Having a per- 
sonal knowledge of the cleanliness of 
the trees when planted, tho next ques- 
tion to determine was, Where did thete 
ravenous scales come from? An ex- 
amination of the adjoining lot discover! d 
that the good neighbor had himself 
found a peach tree that for three or four 
years had seemed to be doing no good, 
so he dug it up and in the 
generosity of hia flottl, and (it may 
be added) in bliaaful ignorance 
of the doubtful value of his present, gave 
it to a newly-mariied 'neighbor, who at 
once replanted it, thus saving its life for 
the time being, an J enabling us to iden- 
tify it as a breeder-tree — literally cover- 
ed from head to foot with ,Sa"n Joae 
scales, and in duty bound wb recom- 
mended heroic treatment, or in other 
words, it was grubbidupand promptly 
burned on the spot. The wisdom of such 
a course, with such a tree, haa been 
abundantly omphaBized. 

Case number two waa in many re- 
Bpecta more unfortunate for the owner, 
who was a thrifty, plodding, industrious 
son of JOrin. Immediately ne-^ct tho door-

It was 
answered by tbe remark that it muet be 
four years old, for be bought it from a 
nursery man from San Jose, ard 
that he had rubbed it and scrub- 
bed, and begorry he conkln't 
make it grow I took my 
thumb-nail, and pushing it uji tbe stem 
took oil ado/ien or two specimen.i of the 
San Jose sciile, and taking my glass un- 
dertook to show the owner what he had. 
1 sugj;eated that I would like tbia tree — 
as an iibject lesson lor the cbis8 in en- 
tomology at the Ii iali school— to wbicli 
he readily aBsenled, remarkiiii; that I 
was more than welcome to a dozen such 
trees if they could be found in bia or- 
chard. To be explicit, the tree was not 
over 5 ft. (5 in. IukIi, and its circumfer- 
ence not larger than the handle of a 
common house broom. 

Had the mischief ended with tbe one 
tree tbe damage would have been very 
trivial. It having been planted on the 
vest end of a row of magniflcent, well- 
grown htllliower apple trees, and the 
prevailing winds in the valley being 
from the west, it neemed cruel to sea the 
havoc wror.glit uiion the truiike nud 
brnnclies of those once lovely, iiioney- 
jiroducing trees. 

Nothing lees than a vigoroua cutting 
back of all the braiiclie.H and two or three 
sprayings of tho entire orchani could rid 
this otherwise valuable projierty of thia 
silent and almost invisible foe.'

We surrender a great deal of apace to 
Sir Charles Tupper'a speech delivered in 
the Victoria theatre. It waaan able and 
comprehensive effort and waa listened 
to Aritb great attention by tbe laige aud- 
ience present. From a political point of 
view it was moderate and coniteociB, al- 
though marked by no uncertain tone 
throughout. 

We cotiiiiiend the apeech to the care 
ful cousideration of Colonist readera, as 
giving a statement ol tbe attitude of tho 
Coneervative pa-rty in Canada by its 
moat dieting niabed member, and one 
who baa received the most marked evi 
dence of its esteem and confidence. 

The opinions oxproBeed by Sir Charles 
as to the future of British Columbia are 
highly valuable and encouraging. They 
carry weigbt with them, and we have no 
hesitation in saying tbat bia remarks 
made on tbis point, when published in 
Great Britain, as they will be, will have 
a creat influence In attracting capital to 
tiie provin(;e. 

It waa a happy thought to 'invite thia 
distinguished Baronet to addreaa a Vic- 
toria ttudience. He deserved the com 
pUment of tbe invitation, and in return 
ia the single respect just mentioned, not 
to speak of any others, has placed the 
province under a debt of gratitude. 



HENRY GEORGE. 

Henry George ia dead. Tiie announce 
ment, when made to-day throughout the 
United Statep, must have come as a 
severe shock to millions of people. That 
Henry George was a man of whose abil- 
ity, broad bumanitarianiam and pro- 
found knowledge of social conditions 
there can be no doubt. He waa aingle- 
minded in hia purposes. Probably it 
cm be said of him, as of few men, that 
he was not eelf-Beeking and tliat hs em 
ployed his liij^li talents in advancing 
what he believed was the greatest good 
of tbe greatest number. One need not 
share his views on economic subjects in 
order to a<lniire the man and hia active 
r.ireer. He tlid a great work. Possibly 
t!ie ii])pliculion of his views to practiea 
i;i)verninent would have been found to 
be attended with auch difbculties as 
would render them almost impraotica 
ble ; but tbe history of all reforms shows 
that tbeir first promotere usually take 
very much more advanced t;rouud than 
can be assumed in practice. Tlio theo- 
ries of political economy, of which Henry 
(leurgewaBiilinmpioUiaredeatined to have 
a profound cllect hereafter. Many 
years may pass before tbey will be uni 
versally recognized; they may never 
wholly be; but it is inevitable that they 
shall aid in moulding the future policy 
of the tsivilized world in dealing with 
economic queationa. Aa Adam Smitli 
in the last century (rave a set to the 
tliougbt of economists which endures to 
this day, so, doabtlesB, tfa^ influence of 
the deceased writer will play a part for 
more than one generation. 

The death of Henry George will have 
a distinct political effect in the United 
.States, liei'erring to hia candidature a 
lew days ago, the Colonist said that it 
might prove the beginning of a areat 
political movement. His death, will not 
check the movement, although it re- 
moves the man best fitted of all the 
modern social reformers of America to 
lead it, for he was a man who could bo 
trusted. There ia a distinct danger that 
the place which he might bavo filled 
may be taken by some one who will not 
4iL' so worthy to be trusted wit^ Its great 
i,-=>ponsil3ilitiea. " ' 

Henry. George was born in Phila- 
.delphifl,'Septeml)ef2,1839. At an early 



ace he went to eea and in hia nineteenth 
year be reached Oallfornia, where be 
went into newspaper work. Hia great 
book " Progress and Poverty," waa 
issued in 1S79, and at once produced a 
profound impression, both in Europe 
and America. It was evident that a 
new thinker bad arisen. The author 
declares his book to be " an inquiry into 
the cause of industrial depression and of 
increase of want with increase of wealth." 
He found the source of this evil in the 
increase of land values, by speculative 
holdere, and for a remedy he proposed 
that all land should become common 
property, ownership ia severalty to be 
prohibited and only the actual use of 
land to give a claim to it. Two years 
later be dealt with " The Irish Land 
Question," and during the next few 
years be discussed land reform in Great 
13ritain and Ireland. He embarked in 
journalism in New York, wrote several 
books and was a candidate oil one or 
two occasions for the mayoraly of that 



through 'line. 'ot'^^^^ the Klon- 

dyke. What we now seek" to impress 
upon our Edmonton friends ia that, in- 
stead of striving for the unattainable, 
that ia the transportation of miners and 
their outlits to the Yukon during the 
next two years, they should direct their 
eflbrta to putting before the world in the 
atrongeat poaaible way tbe true facta of 
tbe situation as they are above set out. 
On such grounds they can appeal with 
confidence to t>-<^ judgment of everyone, 
and seek with an aaauranco of success 
for tbe co-operation of the people of 
every part of Canada. 



ABOUT ADVERTISING. 

It is the interest of tbe Colonist to 
get all the advertising it can at good 
l)rices. We begin what we have to eay 
with thia, for the purpose of having it 
understood that no claim is made that 
what follows ia inspired wholly by pat- 
riotism. 

A city is judged largely by the way its 
iiiercbanta advertise. Ordinarily this 
may not bo a uaatter of great importance. 
In normal times, so that a merchant can 
bring his wares under the notice of the 
people of the community where be re- 
sides, he need not be particularly con- 
cerned what those who live a thousand 
milea away think about him or about 
the city aa a headquarters for trade. 

Conditions are notuormal here. Tliey 
are very abnor-mal. Our merchants are 
reaching out for bueineaa as never before 
in the history of the place or their buai- 
nesa experience. They want to impress 
the people of the United States, Aus- 
tralia and the tfnited Kingdom, not to 
speak of Canada, that this ia tiio place 
to come to buy goods. They are spend- 
ing some money for that purpose. But 
there ia a line of advertising that they 
scarcely avail themselves of at all, 
namely, the local newspapers. 

A man'picking up a copy of the Col- 
onist in any place outside of this city 
and reading what it baa to say about the 
Yukon, would liud editorials on the sub- 
ject, local news on the subject, telegrams 
on the subject and correapondenceon the 
aubject ; but if be should turn to the ad- 
vertising columns to see what the merch- 
anta had to say on the subject, he would 
not get very much information. If he 
concluded that the paper was simply 
"whooping it up" for the town, and 
thafthere was no real business behind 
it, he could hardly be blamed. Now 
isn't tbis true? 

We invite our commercial people to 
look into this, for we think the point ia 
well taken. A good plan would be to 
try the effect of a good advertisement, 
and then think about it, Put in the ad- 
vertisement and see how complete a 
atory of the situation the paper will then 
tell. Our interest, that is the interestof 
the Colonist, and of tbe mercantile com 
muaity, are identical in thia as in every 
other matter. 



ONE EFFECT 01" IT. 

While the Colonist has felt unable to 
second the eflbrta of those persona who 
are endeavoring to convince peoole that 
the proper way to reach the Yukon 
mines ia via Edmonton, it doea not 
overlook tbe great benefit likely, we 
maj' say certain, to accrue to northern 
Alberta from the agitation. Our reaBoi;a 
for not advocating such a route are its 
lengtli overland, the uncertainty attend- 
ing it, and the great length of time re- 
quired to eo that way. It ia impoasible 
for the Edmonton route to compete with 
those from the Coast, and it would be a 
serious mistake, speaking now in the in- 
terests of Edmonton, to try to make peo- 
ple believe that it can, Edmonton's 
share in Hie good things to bo derived 
from the exploitation of the wealth of 
the Yukon will come in another and 
wo believe a far better way, 

Edmonton stands on the threshold of 
one of the most promising regions in tbe 
world. There is a vast territory lying to 
the north and northwest of it that one 
day will bo lilled with a great jjopula- 
tion. This region is agricultural largely, 
but just beyond that which will attract 
farmers there ia a vast auriferous tract, 
which is certain to be opened up in the 
very near future. It is on the develop- 
ment of this whole area, and not on any 
fragmentary portion of the coming rush 
to the Y'ukon, that Edmonton must de- 
pend. Upon this it can rely with con- 
fidence. 

Given a rich agricultural country and 
behind it a rich mining region and the 
settlement of the former in consequence 
of the development of the latter is be- 
yond all question. Wo have much fine 
farming land in British Columbia, but 
we have no jealousy of what Alberta can 
boast in tbis respect and no fear of be- 
ing supplanted by the products of that 
territory. Our home mines will con- 
sume all our home produce for years to 
come and our export trade will demand 
vnry much more than it can get from our 
home farmers. British Columbia will 
view, not only with equanimity, but 
nith great aatiefaction, any progreas 
which Alberta can make in tbe direction 
Indicated, even though that progreaa 
ahall before loop: take the ahape of a 



THE SEALING QUESTION. 

That annex to tbe Alaska Commercial 
Company, commonly called the govern- 
ment of the United Staea, ia playing the 
game of an artful doger in connection 
with the ^eal fisheries. The efibrt to get 
Canada to submit the rights of her seal- 
ers to a packed jury having failed, an 
efibrt is being made to bring inter- 
national pressure upon (.ireat Britain to 
induce her to aacritice those rights, 
which the Paris arbitration tribunal de- 
clared were vested in British subjects, 
in common with all the world, to take 
seala upon the high sea. The absurd 
claim ia made that in the " interest of 
humanity " pelagic sealing should bo 
prohibited aud that seala ehould be killed 
only on land. It would be interesting 
to learn wherein It is more humane to 
kill a seal with a club than with a gun. 
It would also be interesting to be in- 
formed aa to what particular section of 
humanity the prohibition of pelagic 
aealing will benefit. Is it not time to 
call a spado a spade in this business and 
stop talking rubbish?' 

It doea not matter one iota to human- 
ity whether the seals are exterminated 
next year or are allowed to breed in 
peace hereafter. It is purely and simply 
a matter of busiuoss. An American 
concern wants a monopoly of the sealing 
business, and Canadian sealers projioEO 
to compete with them. When a man 
wants a monopoly of a thing ho eittier 
buys or drives competitors out of tbe 
business. Stripped of all the auper- 
lluitiea of diplomatic correspondence, 
this is what the aealing (luestion cornea 
down to. Shall the Canadians be driven 
out of the business, shall they be bought 
out or shall they stay in. These humane 
creatures, who shed crocodile tears over 
the sight of a Canadian sealer killing a 
seal on the high seaa, propose in the 
event of the Canadians not going of the 
business, to kill all the seals. We aaaume 
that thia indiacriminate alaughter ia also 
proposed "in the interests of hu- 
manity." 

We say the whole thing is a businesa 
proposition, and should be settled on 
business principles.

A LESSON TO PAEENTS. 

The Father and Elder Cousia of WilUe Reld 
Reprimanded for Their Carelestness. 

The iniiuest yesterday on the body of 
pour liltlo Willie Keid, who was acci- 
dentally shot by his cousin on Thursday 
last, was an object lesson that parents 
would do well to lay to heart. It em- 
phasized the awful results that follow 
the too caraless manner in which lire- 
arms are left in the way of children, and 
should be a terrible warning to the pub- 
lic. 

It appears from the evidence that 
Frederick Frank, a lad of about twenty 
yeara, had intended to go shooting with 
a companion on Thursday morning. He 
drove from the Reid house, at the north 
end of Elk lake, to Mr. Steinberg's, a 
neighbor's, to get his traps. Willie Reid 
and his two young cousins, George and 
Tommy Frank, who were aDout to start 
for achool, found the Winchester rifles 
which Frederick Frank had intended to 
take, and the boys, thinking the guus 
had been forgotten, atarted with thorn to 
Steinberg's. Nearing the house Tomiuy 
drew the riilo from its case and snapped 
it. He then threw down the lover and 
snapped itagain.andthistimethe weapon 
discharged and Willie fell shot through 
the head. Tommy denied that he liad 
aimed the rille purposely at Willie, and 
said in his evidence that it was entirely 
an accident; the gun was pointed in the 
direction of the boy. 

John Reid, the father, stated that he 
had used the gun a short time before and 
had left several cartridges in the maga- 
zine, 

Dr. Orompton, the coroner, in sum- 
ming up, severely reprimanded John 
Reid, the dead boy's father, and Fred. 
Frank, the cousin, for leaving a loaded 
rifle in|the bouse where young children 
could get it. 

Tlio jury, too, took a aimilar view of 
the case, for they found that Willie Keid 
had come to his death by a gunshot 
wound inflicted by Tommy Frank, "who 
had carelessly been allowed to handle 
the Eun." 

A rider attached to the verdict by the 
jury was : " We would recommend that 
the careless manner in which loaded 
guns have been allowed to be left where 
they could bo handled by children be 
brought to the attention of the jiroper 
authorities." 

The funeral of young Reid takes place 
to-morrow at the Roman Catholic ceme- 
tery. South Saanich. 



By yesterday morning's steamer, Joe 
Williams, the enterprising burglar 
whose career in Victoria was brouirbt to 
a speedy close, was taken to Westmin- 
ster to serve his sentence of four years 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. Alter 
he was sentenced he becaino ijuite com- 
municative on the subject of bis nefari- 
ous profession and waa ready to give 
tips in safe-breaking to all applicants. 
He seems to have an intimate knowl- 
edge of the mechanism and construction 
o( the various kinds of safes and just 
what are the weak points about them. 
He hiul ijuito a number of places in 
town jiieked out in wnich ho had intend- 
ed to operate, and waa quite ready to 
eav how he had intended to open each 
safe. Undoubtedly he waa a very dan- 
gerous man to be at largo, and the police 
are to be congratulated upon capturing 
him 80 promptly and bringing home so 
many charges against him. With his 
mechanical skill Williams would have 
been able to have made a good living 
in some honest occupation instead of re- 
sorting to crime.

HORTICULTURAL BOARD. 

Rigid Qu.irantining Necessary to Protect the 
Province from the San Jose Scale. 

The regular half-yearly meeting of the 
Provincial Board of Horticulture has 
just been concluded. Besides the rou- 
tine work and correspondence adme mat- 
ters of special intereat were discussed at 
length, including the queation of dealing 
with the Indian orchards of the province 
and the rigid enforcetnentof the quaran- 
tine regulations in regard to nursery 
stock, in view of the spread of the 
dreaded San Jose scale in Eastern Can- 
ada and the lack of any system of inspec- 
tion of nursery atock grown there. 

Reports from the quarantine ofiScera at 
the porta of Victoria and Vancouver 
show that a great deal of the fruit ahip- 
ped to Britiah Columbia from California 
tluring the season has been infected with 
codlin or San Jose scale, and had been 
condemned. Thia applied to pears, apples 
and quincea. Oregon fruit was also re- 
ported badly infected in the same way, 
and probably little fruit could be sent to 
the province from that state which would 
pass inspection. 

It was decided to hold a aeries of pub- 
lic meetings of fruit growers during the 
winter niontba, coniiuencing in the 
ensuing month. 

Ttie board is in receipt of many com- 
|)laints from districts of the lower main- 
land in regard to the injury caused to 
fruit trees by the ravages of tent cater- 
pillars during the past season, and the 
eggs of this pest being very plentiful, 
indicates that still more serious damage 
will result from the same cause next 
season unless active meaaures are put 
into ell'ect to check the peat. The board 
recommonda that in the first place, 
wliero posail.ile, the egg massea which are 
de|)osilt'(l upon tlia twigs of fruit trees 
should lie taken oil' or tlie infected twitre 
cut oil' and burneii. Fur full informa- 
tion in regard to this and other inaect 
pests, fruit growers are referred to the 
late bulletin on fruit peats and diseases, 
opieaof which maybe obtained from 
the menibera of the board orut the otlice 
of the de|)artment of agriculture in Vic- 
toria. 

Another source of disappointment to 
farmers and fruit growers is reported as 
being a common experience, that is in 
many cases as the young orchards come 
into bearing it is found that unsuitable, 
and, in many Instances, worthless vari- 
eties have been substituted by dishonest 
nurserymen and tree vendors. It_ is 
hoped that some plan for the prevention 
of such fraud can be devised and put 
into eilect.

The opportunity of hearing political 

issues discussed by the Conservative 
leader, Sir Charles Tuppor, Bart., 
crowded the Victoria theatre with an 
orderly and attentive audience last even- 
ing, in which many ladies formed a part. 
That the speecii came somewhat unex- 
pectedly, and that it is a declaration of 
the Conservative position made with no 
heated campaign in progress to mar the 
analysis of existing conditiona and their 
natural sequences, added to rather than 
depreciated its value. 

In bis introductory remarks. Sir 
Charles took occasion to explain the 
scope and object of his present purely 
business visit, and to answer argumenta- 
lively those who insist that public men 
should so soon as they become promin- 
ent in their country's allaira, abandon 
their private busineas interests. Ilia 
present trip to the West, Sir Charles ex- 
plained, was not a political niiaaion in 
any eense, but a buainesa visit, which he 
hoped would not bo without result to the 
province. 

On resigning the carea of office to 
Premier Laurier, he had concluded that 
the best service he could now render to 
Canada, in view of his thorough knowl- 
edge of the conditions and reaourcea of 
the Dominion, would he to intereat Brit- 
ish capital for the development of our 
great mineral wealth. He had floated 
two strong companies for mining, and 
these he believed would play an impor- 
tant part in exploiting the resources of 
tho West. 

tVn Eastern paper had recently sag 
geated that tho opposition leadership 
could not properly he combined with en- 
terprises of thia kind. He held, on the 
contrary, that a man of affairs waa the 
more fitted to serve his country as the 
head of a great party when he was attha 
same time devoting his business skill 
and ability to building up its commercial 
interests and promoting the develop- 
ment of its natural reaourcea. 

Reverting to the last occasion upon 
which he bad addressed Victorians, in 
1S81, he recalled how be had then 
prophesied, while fighting the battle of 
tbe Canadian transcontinental railway, 
that British Columbia's so-called " bar- 
ren sea of mountains " would at no dis- 
tant date develop mineral wealth ao 
great aa to render insignificant Canada's 
contribution to tho work proposed. The 
truth of that prediction waa now appar- 
ent, and he believed British Columbia 
to-day was entering upon a period of 
marvellous but well founded prosperity, 
exceeding anything that could have been 
anticipated for it by the most sanguine 
friends of this new country. 

In fact thia held true of all Canada. 
The enormous mineral discoveries of the 
past two or three years ; the excellent 
crop of tbe past season; the supplement- 
ary fact that wheat bad more tban 
doubled in value; and tho revival of the 
European lumber trade, together with 
tbe improved condition of ali'airs in the 
United States, all indicated great and 
increasing prosperity for tho IJominion. 
But manifold aa were the advantages 
accruing to Canada from these con- 
ditions, the federal government seemed 
destined to more than discount all these 
favorable circumstances by that in- 
ability to govern which marked the 
period of their administration from 1873 
to 187S, and which had also marked 
every step taken since their advent to 
power. 

With the exception of those matters 
in which they had closely followed the 
well-considered line oi action adopted by 
their predecessors, and which they had I 
ao long attacked, they had initiated no 
item of policy conducive to Canadian 
progress and national prosperity. Deal- 
ing with Sir Wilfrid Laurier's Jubilee 
speechep, and his action in not only 
abandoning but rejecting prefcreniial 
trade when it waa practically oU'ered to 
him, Sir Charles characterized as dis- 
honest the claim that he (Sir Wilfrid) 
had secured the denunciation of tho 
Germanand Belgian treaties, the grounds 
be had given for Canada having become 
a nation, and tbe policy to which he had 
committed himself in regard to Canadian 
representation in the Imperial parlia- 
ment, which could only be obtained by 
tho acceptance of proportionate taxation 
for the supi)ort and maintenance of the 
ICmpire. 

The opposition leader held too that 
from tbe general election to tbe present, 



Premier Laurier had not obtained any 
majority on any question submitted to 
the country, and that from his advent to 
office until now, hie career had been 
marked by open and absolute disregard 
of all pledges upon which he had sought 
election, aa well aa by the trampling un- 
der foot of every principle he had fo 
earnestly advocated while seeking pre- 
ferment. 

Sir Charles closed hia eloquent ad- 
dress by briefly contrabting with the 
weak accompliehmenta of the Liherala 
aa aet down in history, the great meas- 
ures for tho advancement of the young 
nation which endure as monuments to 
the progressive and far-sighted policy of 
the party of wbicb be is to-day the 
leader.

Victoriana turned out in force, of 
course, for this opportunity of listening 
to Sir Charles Tuppor, tho veteran 
leader of the Conservative party in the 
Dominion, and the last in public life of 
that talented group of men known to all 
Canadians as the Fathers of Confedera- 
tion, tho men to whom was entrusted 
tho task of forming the constitution iiiat, 
welded together the scattered piovinces 
of Canada into one glorious Douiinion. 

It was a very representative gathering 
of people who thronged the Victoria 
tlieatre to welcome Sir Charles, and 
while there were leading men of both 
I)olitical parties in the audience, the en- 
thuaiaam and applause with which tho 
eloquent words of the veteran leader 
were met, showed how strong is 
the Conservative party hold on this cap- 
ital city of British Columbia. One of 
the noted features of the evening was 
the large number of ladies who graced 
the occasion. The centre gallery waa 
Bjiocially reserved for them, and tho ani- 
mated intereat they took in the proceed- 
ings proved that tbe fair sex feel a keen 
and intelligent intex'est in political que?' 
tiona. 

When tho curtain went up on a crowd- 
ed house there waa great burst of aj)- 
plauae aa the great political leader was 
seen seated beside the chairman, Mr. II. 
Dallas Helrackeri, M.P.P., preaident of 
the Conservative Association, and sur- 
rounded by tbe following gentlemen : 
Hon. Senator Macdonald, Tbos. Ear!o,M. 
P.; Hon. J. H. Turner, Hon, Col. Bakfr, 
Hon. J. S. Ifelmckeu ; D. R. ICor, A. K. 
Mcfhillips, Geo. Deans and F. Roes, of 
the executive, and A. Stewart Potte, eec- 
retary of the Conservative Association ;

To show the representative character 
of the gatherine, there were noticed in 
the audience people of all political shades, 
including leading lights, past and pre- 
aent, on both Conaervative and Liberal 
aides. There were to be noticed 'Sir 
Henry Crease, Charles Hay ward. Major 
Mutter, M. P. P., George Riley, pre- 
sident of tbe Liberal Association, Hon. 
Robert Beaven, Dr. G. L. Milne and 
William Templeman. There were also 
to be seen among the audience United 
States Consul Smith, Ven Archdeacon 
Seriven, Rev. Mr. Betts, Rev. Dr. Wil- 
son, Rev. D. MacRae and others. 

Sir Charles in hia dignified, easy and 
polished manner of apeakiniz made a 
splendid effect with apparent little 
effort. While touching on political 
topics he handled them skilfully and 
argumentatively, devoid of unpleasant 
personalities, and ever through the 
thread of bis addreaa ran a atrong, pat- 
riotic vein Bbowing that where Canada's 
honor was concerned or where her inter- 
ests were to be conserved against outside 
influences, political feeling must give 
way and Oonservative and Liberal pull 
together for tbe common good. 

While not straining after effect. Sir 
Charles baa a quiet, dry humor that 
punctuated some of bis telling points 
and brought ripples of merriment from 
the audience. 

His reception waa very cordial and the 
only unpleasant feature of the evening 
was when some unmannerly boor shout- 
ed " No," aa the vote of thanks was be- 
ing put by tho chairman. 

Mr. II, Dallas Ilelmcken, M.P.P., in 
introducing the orator of the evening, 
referred happily to the fact that Sir 
Charles Tupj)er waa one of tijo fathers 
of Confederation, and ttie sole survivor 
I of those who took part in that glorious 
work who wa&still doing faithful public 
service for Canada. Mr. Helmcken, 
though proud of the honor of presiding 
at this meeting, thought it might have 
been better had his father. Hon. J. S. 
Helmcken, been chosen for the posi- 
tion, for while .Sir Charles had been 
one oi the fatliera of Confederation 
ot Canaila. Hon. J. S. Helmcken had 
take;i a leading part in joining British 
Columbia to tho Dominion. (Applause.) 
As an ardent Canadian Mr. Helmclven 
yet never lost sight of the fact that Can- 
ada was a groat (leal to British Columbia. 
(Applause.) He referred to Sir Chai les' 
public life of 42 years and was glad that 
the citizens had turned out in so large 
number to hear him. The chairman r<!- 
called to the audience the conference in 
Loadun in June last between the prem- 
iers of the colonies and Bt. 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, and felt 
assured that whatever other resnlta wore 
reached certainly it meant a better un- 
derstanding for the future between all 
parts of tho empire. In closing he asked 
leave to refer to the attempts that by 
tho prega reports were being made in tho 
conference between the United Statea, 
Russia and Japan, and the agreement 
apjiarently come to between them to as 
far as possible put an end to pelagic 
sealing. Hero in Victoria he would re- 
mind Sir Charles there now were or had 
recently been 60 or 70 vessels encraged in 
this industry with a capital oi $7.'jI),- 
000: an expenditure in wages of .$300,- 
OOO and a very large amount of 
capital employed in outfitting, aupplier, 
etc. He waa sure ho bad only to call 
the attention of Sir Charles to tbe de- 
termined attempt to deprive Bntisb 
Columbians of their honest livelihood 
from the legitimate businesB of sealing, 
for that gentleman to do all that he 
could to protect tho sealers from the un- 
merited wrong it waa Bought to do them.

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cal nature, but a business one. I may 
Hay to you that, when the lata govern- 
ment waa defeated at tho last general 
election, and parliament nEeembled, I 
felt it luy duty to tender my 
leaignation of the poaltion of 
leader of the Liberal-Conaerva- 
tivo party of Canada at a meet- 
ing compoBed of the Liberal Conservat- 
ive' aenatora and members of the IIoaaB 
of Oommons. That diBtinguiahed party 
did me the very great honor of unani- 
moaaly and with great enthnaiaam 
electing me to the very responsible posi- 
tion of leader of the party for the present 
time. Great as \va3 that honor and 
highly as I appreciated the compli- 
ment paid me, and there ia no 
position within the gift of the people of 
Canada which I estimate so liiuhly, I 
may tell you that under no circumstances 
would I have allowed myself to accept it 
had I felt that the acceptance of it would 
have compelled me to disconnect myself 
with the business enterprises iu which 1 
was interested ; and had I felt that the 
high poeitioii thus conferred upon me 
neceaaitat.p.d any such severanco 1 would 
have bp.en compelled to decline the 
honor. 

But I did not feel that I was bo calleil 
upon. When upon re-entering the par- 
liament ot the Doinirion after haviiic 
resigned the position of high comiuis- 
sioner to England, whlcli I had held for 
a number of years, and in which posi- 
tion I sncceeded Sir Alexander Gait, and 
was called upon to form an administra- 
tion, I at once resigned my connection 
with all the public enterprises witli 
which I was connected, as I felt that no 
one undertaking the high and responsi- 
ble position ot leader of Her Majesty's 
government should allow himself to re- 
tain a position itj which his impartiality 
miglit be influenced, and I also felt that 
no one is siicli a responsible position 
as that of the premier of the 
country should be encumbered with 
duties of auy other nature. But as 
leader of Her Majesty's loyul opposition 
I believed that I could render services to 
Canada by connecting myself again with 
business enterprises, aud when I loolced 
at the enormous importance of drawing 
to this country Eoglieli capital for the 
development of our great mineral re- 
sources, I was vain eiioagh to beliere 

that with the reputation wliich 1 hud I eeaUng by veasels other than tlieir own, 
been able to acquire by twelve years' and bo give them a monopoly of that 



was settled in favor of Great Britain. 
One of tho most eminent man in the 
United States, Mr. Blaiue, who had 
made that subject his especial study 
and who pablished a dispatch from his 
government bearing on it, stated most 
emphaticaliy that if tho Behring 
sea was not a mare clausum, p 
closed sea under tlio law of na- 
tions, then the United States had no 
claim to the sealing industry. That 
question was settled by the international 
tiommisBiou unanimously, and the Am- 
erican counsel bad to admit that they 
had no case. Every question of inter- 
national law was decided against them, 
and then they took up that reference to 
which Great Britain had consontod, as 
to what regulations would be found 
necesaaiy and could properlv be iasued 
lor the protection of seal Iffe. Canada 
was very naudh diasatlafied, and was in 
a minority, but that great international 
tribunal laid down what they considered 
necessary in regard to that important 
matter. 'Mr. Foster, who represented 
the United States, came back to Wash- 
ington jubilant, proclaiming that though 
the verdict upon international law had 
gone against them they accompliahed 
their object, that object being tho ending 
of tho prosecution of tho Rcalmg inciuslry 
ill the Behiing sea by Canadian vcsBela. 
Ill a year it was found that that object 
had not been accomplished, and year 
after year to the present time they have 
been agitating in every conceivable way 
for an opportunity to take up that ques- 
tion de novo. 

They called for another international 
tribunal to deal with it, and linally 
England, in tho plenitude of her good 
nature, altliough she would not agree to 
the question being reopened until the 
end of the five years, announced that 
she had no objection to a conference be- 
ing held at wnich some of the aoieutists 
who have been investigating the subject 
might meet in Washington and compare 
notes, This did not satisfy our Ameri- 
can friends. Tbey attempted to draw in 
Russia and Jiipiui, and to liave the 
wliole matter taken up again de novo. I 
am. glad, however, to be able to say that 
the patience of the British govern- 
ment would not allow them to go 
that length, aiid consequently the meet- 
ing lias not talSn place. I fear that tlie 
inuLcationa tend to tho formation of tlie 
opinion that nothing will satisfy the 
Americana but the adoption of such 
measures as will practically stop pelagic 



connection with the business men in 
that emporium of capital in the Empire, 
the City of London, I might by con- 
necting mysell with enterprises having 
for their object tb* development of oar 
resources be able to render considerable 
service not only to Canada generally but 
t.i British Columbia in particular. 

I therefore in January last floated a 
company called the New Gold Fields of 
Bi itibh ColuLabia. Aud when in London 
during last summer I found that every 
newspajier in the United Kingdom was 
giving wide ciroulatioa to the great re- 
sources of the Yuljon gold fields in Can- 
ada, I took the opportunity of bringing 
out the Yukon Trading, Transportation 
aud MiningCompany, and floated it with 
the public. The response of the British 
capitalists and inventors was such as to 
place that company in a position to de- 
velop our mineral resourcea, and as I 
have said, on this viait, not a political 
one, although it would at all times be a 
pleasure to me to pay a political 
viait to thia province, my object 
was to satisfy myself that the capital 
which has been entroated to me is in- 
vested in such a manner as will result to 
the advantage and satisfaction of those 
who have thus expressed their confi- 
dence in the mineral resources of the 
province, so that in the future I can go 
to the financial centre of the world 
again, if need arise, and by reason of 
tiie satisfaction given by the investments 
made, secure furtlier capital for 
the greater development of the almost 
incalculable resources of the country. 

I need not tell you that since Federa- 
tion was nccnmplished I have been 
always regardeJ as one of the most san- 
guine njen in public life, in consequence 
iu coafldence which I always had in tho 
enormous possibilities of Manitoba, the 
Northwest Territories, and your own 
province of British Columbia, and I tell 
you now, frankly, that, having had the 
pleasure of spending a month in the 
province, I find that I had, even in my 
most eanqnine calculations, underrated 
the undoubted evidence of the 
incalculable value of the min- 
eral resources ot British Colum- 
bia. British CoUimbia lias every 
feature that ie ciilculated to make it one 
of ttie uioet attractive countries in tlie 
world, for in addition to the mineral 
wealth you have fisheries of ouorniouB 
extent and value. I might almost say, 
if our neighbors to the south of us ha(l 
not proved that it is sometimes unwise 
to use the word, that those fisheries are 
inexhaustible, bat at least they are of 
enormoua extent and great value 



TllK SB:ALLN(:i INDUSTliY. 

The Opposition Will Dactc Up llie Present 
Goverament in rUaintaining a 
Finn Policy. 

You have referred iiie, sir, tn the scal- 
ing industry. It is, in uiy judj^uioiit, of 
the gravest possible importance, not only 
as a means of furnishing an outlet for the 
.energy and enterprise of capital, hut 
also aa involving one of the most impor- 
tant constitutional questions which has 
been the consideration of a nation. A 
greater wrong was never done, a greater 
indignity never perpetrated, nor a more 
flagrant disregard of the law of nations 
ever shown, that when the American na- 
tion dared to lay a band upon a British 
ship outside of the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of that country. Great Britain, not- 
withatii.iidinj; her enormous power and 
the position ivhicli she occupies, lias al- 
ways been very tender in regard to any- 
thing which involved her relations with 
the great republic. AYid there are a 
thousand reasons for this'. The fact that 
they are one of tho great f'mglish-speak- 
ini: countries, and that there are ties of 
family relationship existing between tlie 
tivucountriea make it most undesirable 
that a conllict should ever arise between 
Great Britain and United States, and 
that 18 Bufficient to account for the for- 
bearance with which that great Empire 
has allowed the interference with the 
rights of Britishers. 

That interference was aabmitted to an 
arbitration in. Paris composed of the 
most eminent jnriata that coald be found 
in the world, and the result was that 
after the niott patient investigation in- 
to the facts of the case, after hearing all 
tlie fvidence that tho United States 
could produce, and after tho most elo- 
quent and able pleading of the most 
emineat coimael, every consideration 



great industry. In regard to this im 
portant subject the late government, 
with which I had the honor to be as* 
sociated, retained but one attitude, and 
they did everything within their power 
with the home government. 

As high commisaioner it was my duty 
to meet in council with Lord Salisbury 
and other members of the government, 
and I invariably urged upon them the 
absolute necessity in dealing with tlie 
people to the south of us of adopting the 
policy that once we were upon solid 
ground not to yield one jot or tittle of 
our rights, because as often _ as 
they would recede the American 
people would take the advantage, 
and thsy would find that when they 
could recede no further they would have 
lost valuable ground. And lam glad to 
thiak that the present goverament are 
equally alive to the importance of pro- 
tecting the rights of the sealera, and I 
have no doubt they will do everything 
that lays in their power to this end. I 
can assure them that they will receive 
the fullest measure of assistance from 
the opposition both in and out of parlia- 
ment in the adoption of such a policy. 

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

Development of ttic Dominion Since Sir 
Cbarles Was Heard Here in Support 
of Its Construction. 

I am glad, sir, to find myself standing 
in the presence ot this great body of in- 
telligent people of Victoria, the capital 
of British Columbia. It carries mo back, 
sir, to a somewhat remote period. Last 
time 1 had the honor in tho Victoria the- 
atre of addressing a great assembly was, 
I thick, in 1881. On that occasion it 
vas my duty as minister of railways and 
canals to endeavor to convince the peo- 
ple I had the honor of then meeting, of 
the importance of the step that Canada 
had taken in theconatructionof the great 
trans-continental road, and although 
that measure and the contract we had 
made was eo gigantic that it; compelled 
ua to abandon t-uiuetliing that was very 
dear to the people ol Mcloria, the con- 
Htractioii of a railway between 
tliis city and Kaniiimo, I was pleaseii 
to iind that when L put tho case before 
tlie great body of citizens who 
di('. mo the honor of meetinij uio on tliat 
occasion, they gave me evidence that if 
1 had not nltogoLlier converted them I 
had convinced them of the wisdom of 
tiie course which the government was 
taking. 1 dare say you know that we 
had to fight very hard before we could 
get that contract passed under which the 
road was built. We were metwitli the 
dL'claration that it was impossible to ac- 
compllsh the uodertaking, and that even 
if we (lid succeed in liuilding tho road a 
railway frmii Ontario to the I'acilic 
ocean would only interceiit one village 
from end to end, and that poBBe£aii]g 
only Eoiiie tourer live hundred inliabit- 
ants, would traverse a country either 
wholly uninliatiited or jieopled only by 
Biivago ln(iians, and was an ex- 
travairaut proposal. Wo were told 
furtlier, that if wo did succeed in build- 
ing ttie raatl, it would bo quite 
iiU])OFfiible for it to bo run as there was 
no Lniflic to keep tlio road o])eji, You 
will remember that wo were told that it 
would ruin thu credit of the country, 
and that the result would be that it 
would be Impossible for us to go into the 
financial centres of tiie world and ob- 
tain money for any other purpose. I 
am glad, alter having fought that battle 
and fought it successfully, to be able to 
stand here and point to the fact thai in- 
stead of tlie work being iiiipoBaible it 
was completed four years before it was 
contracted to he coinpletcd. Iiiatead of 
it being impoBsiblo to operate that road 
the records of the country prove it to bo 
one of the moat succeaaful inveatuients 
in wliich capitalists wore ever asked to 
put their money, and all those wlioliavo 
traveled over that great trans-con- 
tinental road will recognize tho fact 
that the facilities for trade are such that 
Canada is in the best position for in- 
creasing and extending her commercial 
importance. To give an illustration I 
will point you to one of the most desert 
spots of which wa heard bo much during 
that fight— Kat Portage. Bat Portage at 
tho time we made tho contract was 
represented by a Hudson's Bay post and 
half a dorieu In<lian camps. To-day and 
lor many years past. Rat Portage 
iuroishea a million dollars of traffic an- 



nually. I give that as an evidence. 
You all know that from end to end of 
that great work towns of conaiderable 
importance have sprung up, and Canada 
has been rendered what it could never 
have been rendered by any other means. 
And it has made a grand stride towards 
national life. 

You have referred, sir, iu very appro- 
priate and eloquent terms to tho import- 
ance of tho great Jubilee which took 
place in England, and I am sure that 
there is no British sul)ject in Canada or 
anywhere in the vast Empire over which 
our gracious Queen holds away who 
watched the progreaa of that most im- 
portant event without a feeling of the 
deepest pride and pleasure at seeing the 
Importance of the great British Empire. 
You will liave recognized the important 
position that Canada occupied on that 
occasion. We had the great advantage 
of being represented on that occasion by 
a gentleman of great eloquence aud great 
personal attraction, ^nd I have no hesi- 
tation in aaying that the ,f&ct tbat he 
was a French Canadian Catholic added 
immensely to the eclat ot that occasion. 
It is a source ot undoubted satisfaction 
that not only the English people, but 
also the peo])le from all parts ot the 
Empire, had tho ojiportunity of listening 
to the olc(iaent words of loyalty wliicli 
fell from the lips of our representativa. 

But I do not think that he quite did 
jaetico to the great position that Canada 
had attained. I have read his eijeochea, 
and altboupli I recognize in them glo-.7- 
ing eloquence, it was with deep regret 
ttiat I found that no mention had been 
made ot those great undertakings whicli 
have given a nationolity to Canada. At 
the imperial Inatitute, where he had the 
honor ot sitting side by aide with tho 
Prince of Wales, he said that Canada 
waa a nation becauae it waa free. A 
nation ia not a nation because it is free. 
Does anyone tell me that British Colum- 
bia, with her forests, her rich 
and her attractions of climate, even 
if it waa as tree as air, woulil bo a 
nation? Nations leciuire eoniothing 
else, Wliatmadea nation of Canada? 
Wlien 1 waa invited by the government 
of the United States, by that eininout 
man who reproEcnled the creat republic 
in Ijondon, to come down and confer up- 
on tho relations between the two coun- 
tries, I waa very much struck with the 
language used by him at our first inter- 
view. " Wo recognize," lie said, " the 
fact that the confederation of British 
North America aud the construction ot a 
great ocean railway has brought us face 
to face with a nation." And I think it 
deeply to foe regretted that during the 
entire visit of our representative to 
Great Britain no claim was made of the 
importance she has attained. 

What was our condition before con- 
federation? l<)vcrybody knows that 
Nova Scotia aud New Brunswick had no 
communication by rail. Those provinces 
liad no communication with the province 
of Canada— CJuebec and Ontario. Be- 
yond Ottawa there was no railway com- 
munication westward, and the distance 
between Ottawa and the great Lake Su- 
perior was a desert. No means of .com- 
munication in the winter season pre- 
sented themselves, and we had no com- 
munication witli the great Northwest, 
now rapidly Bur|,'ing into a position 
which ia attracting the attention of 
people in all parts of the world. 
■That great country, ao susceptible of 
development, British Columbia, was 
practically unknown, sandwiched in be- 
tween the American territory of Alaska 
on the north and the American territory 
south of the tmundary line, and entirely 
cut ofl" as it were from the rest of the 
Dominion. Look at the state of thinga 
to-day. Confederation lias united tho 
provinces under one central govern- 
ment at Ottawa, and that has been fol- 
lowed by the accomplishment by live 
millions of people ot one of the most 
gigantic undertakings the world has over 
seen with such a population. 

When tho United States succeeded in 
piercing tlio liocky iMountains and ex- 
tended their railroad to San Francisco, 
it waa hold up as one of tlie moat won- 
derful things ever accon: plialied, and 
they liad a ponulation of 49,000,000; 
while here, with only 5,000,000, wo ac- 
complialied a greater work in a shorter 
time. The means by which Canada had 
national life given to her was better ex- 
pressed in the words used by that Am- 
erican ambassador than they were by 
Mr. Lauricr, who had no words for the 
importance of Confe<!cration — no words 
for those important works which had 
s]>rca(l lustre on the people of Canada; 
because I am l)ouiid to aay that in my 
ju<h'iiieiit he felt he waa touchici; upon 
a delicate Eubjeet— that in tliat Con- 
federatiou he had r.o lot nor 
part, nor had tho party to which 
iio belonged. It is true tliat Confeilera- 
tion was ellected by a combination. 
The late GeorL'c lirown and William 
Wacdougall united rSir John A. Macdon- 
ald in that great undertaking. Jiut 
wiiere wua Mr. Lauricr, and tho liouge 
party to which he lislongedV Fighting 
to the death against it ! And it was only 
carried in spite of tho opposition which 
that French Bection could give it. That 
WHS t!i(^ rcasDii he had no words for tliis 
i;npo!tani. wori;, nor for the tranacon 
tinental lailwuy, wliich received no aid 
from .Mr. I,!uii ier, who sat in the House 
of CoiiHDDaa throughout that strucgle, 
not to he!]) it, but to do all ho coubl to 
oppose it. I regret to bo compelled to 
speak yo plainly, but justice rnu. t be 
done, and if the gentlenuin who repre- 
sented Canada in KngUind faib'il iii liig 
duty to tlie people, it is only fair that in 
the face of the people we should expose 
his Bhorteomings. 

THLS "SEA UF MOUNTAINS. 

Sir Clmrles Even Had Not Halt LtiliiiuUiid 
Its IMaivellous Vi^ealtb. 

I have ajioken of iJritish Columbia and 
ot its ine.xihauBtible treasures and re- 
BourccH, and I have no heaitation in say- 
ing that iu a public hfe of forty years' 
experience and having had some oppor- 
tunity ot judging of these questions, 
these ^rcat resources of British Columbia 
are going in a few years, nay, have al- 
ready commenced to place her in a very 
foremost position in the world, Onco 
on the lloor of tlio iloiiBO of CominonB, 
during tho fight to which I have re- 
ferred, I waa aaked the question, " What 
is J^jritisli Columbia when you got 
there?" And when I was told 
that it was nothing but a "sea 
of mountains," iny answer was 
that I should be very greatly 
disappointed it that " Boaof mountains" 
did not prove to bo mines of invaluable 
importance to the province and the 
Dominion. 'The month I have now 
spent in British Columbia has taught 
mu that I had not half estimated the 
great future which iS' going to develop 
for this province. Go down into the 
Kooteuay andBlocancoantriflB.toSlocan 
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city, toKoBsland, to Trail, to Kaslo, to 
Nelson to Sandon, indeed through all 
that country, and spend two or three 
weeks as I liave done, taking the trouble 
to study the evidences which now exist 
and which place beyond all question the 
inexhaustible richness in gold, silver and 
lead ot that country. 

Go where you will in British Colum- 
bia, whether it be down to the interna- 
tional boundary line or away to tho 
boundary between Alaaiia and tho Brit- 
ish Yukon, and you have evidence that 
is to-day making British Columbia the 
centre ot attraction, not only to tlio min- 
ing but to the commercial world. These 
metals will be brought to tho surface, 
turned into currency, and British Col- 
umbia will become not only one ot the 
greatest provinces in the Dominion, but, 
I believe, will become the great centre of 
mining attraction throughout the world. 
I would not have said this a month ago, 
but having studied the subject now, I do 
not think it is possible for anyone to 
overestimate the chances that exist. 

Whatever the misfortunea may have 
befalloD the present administration, 
they are certainly to be congratulated 
upon liaving great luck. In the first 
place they came into power in the Jubi- 
lee year. Tliat meant everythinir. At 
a time ot great jnbilee everyone is 
compelled to adopt a tone of jubilation 
which is very agreeable. These marvel- 
lous resources which I have so long look- 
ed for and expected have iu the last year 
or two burst upon us in a most remark- 
able dcuree. But no one will claim that 
the present administration uiado the ju- 
bilee, nor thai they discovered the min- 
eral treasure which ia attracting the at- 
tention of the world. Not only does 
this apply to British Columbia, but ia 
Ontario and Nova Scotia great discover - 
iea have been made, and rich gold mines 
that had not previously been brought to 
the surface. 

And there is another matter which I 
suppose, svith their modest awaurance, 
they will hardly claim ttiat they were 
the authors of. 1 refer to the great crops 
we have enjoyed thia year. They have 
had tho good fortune to como into power 
at a lime ot great businesB prosperity, 
and 1 hope there ia no Oonaervative but 
rejoices that Providence baa blessed us 
with all these advantages. Ic is cer- 
tainly a reniarkalile stroke ol good luck. 

Under Liberal-Conservative ailiniiiig- 
tration Canada has been carried through 
a aeries of depressions ia a manner which 
liaa attracted the attention of the moat 
eminent men on the other side. They 
have aaked the question why it is tiiat 
with a season of depression sweeping 
like a cyclone over the country, Canada 
waa able to emerge ao much more satis- 
factorily tiian the country to the sontii 
of the boundary line. I think that the 
excellent banking system of Canatla is 
reB|i():iaible for a gooit deal ot this.

Great Britain 
is the only country in the world which 
treats foreign countries in the same way 
aa she treats her own colonies. Spain, 
France, Germany and Holland — in fact 
any of theEuropet^n countries that have 
colonies — have a tariff withiA tbe empire 
and another tariff for the outside world, 
and I (la.'o Bay now that America baa 
at last got 11 colony she will adopt 
the same policy.

were the sentiments of the colonies they 
^v'OUl(l not meet with an unfavorable re- 
ception at the hands of the home govern- 

lUCMlt. 

Mr, Liiuricr, when fnce to fiico witli the 
ek'ctora of this coniitry, in Ontiirio found 
that the poople were wild nhout thia pre- 
ferential trade. There, too, there were no 
two opinions. ^Yhat did lie do? He came 
out, and from Imstings to hustings, jilat- 
foria to platform, he used these words : " I 
am as Btrongly in 'favor of preferential 
trade os Sir • Charles Tupper is, 
and one of the tirst things I 
will do if you return nie to j)ower, will bo 
to send a commission to negotiifte prefer- 
ential trade with Lord Salisinuy." Well, 
when he found himself in power (laugb tcr), 
there is no person within sound of niy 
voice who will undertake to any that he 
wns not bound, as solemnly as a public man 
could be bound wlien in power, 
to do that wliich he had pledged himself to 
do if the people would give him power. 
And what did he do, when he went 
as Premier of Canada to England ? The 
Dalse of Devonshire, the great leader of the 
Liberal-Unionists and one of the most 
Conservative men in the United Kingdom, 
went as chairman of the Uritish Kmpire 
Leafjue down to Liverjiool to receive tlie 
v.sitin^,' ])remiers, and be made an address 
to thcni which you can all read for your- 
selves, and in that speech, to the amaze- 
ment ol a great many people, he practi- 
cally oHered them preferential trade. It is 
imposiible for me to read the speech to 
you now, but tlie best eviilence i.s 
nirni.shed by the fact that all the great free 
trade papers — the Cobden organs— all de- 
nounced the Duke, and said lie was going 
back on free trade. Sir Wilfrid Laurier got 
up. and instead of meeting that ofler, made 
to them in tbe most iornnil manner, abso- 
lutely rejeeled it. lie used tlie same argu- 
ments which those who have been 
lighting again.'-t preferential trade 
had alwavs used. He did not think 
it possible that the jieople of 
Great Uritaiu could be induced to tax the 
food sujiyly of the counlry. and he nsed 
the same arguments wliieli the British 
Empire League have bad to light for years 
and have overcome in great measure. 
When this (piestion was lirst brought up, 
tlie reply Lord Salisbury gave us was we 
must have a scheme— we must show how it 
can be worked out. That wns the state of 
things when the Duke of Devonshire made 
the proposal to the premiers— if you wiuit 
to have piefereiitial trade we are prepared 
to try it. 

I attacked ,Sir Wilfrid Laurier the 
ntonieilt I landed in this e urUry, and in 
un interview I pointed out that lie liad 
goni? back on his jiledges and ijogh'cted 
that which he had solemnly declared lie 
^YQUlU if the ;;cnji|e gave him the power,

representatives of Canada asking to have 
the treaties denounced, and wince then 1 
have urged It in season and out of season, 
vnd in the liouse 1 have produceil all the 
reasons and grounds to show that the 
treaties slioiiUi be denounced without any 
iitlieuUy. Inellect Mr. I'aterson read my 
speech at the congri-ss of tbe chambers of 
commerce, and when he got tliroiigli 
I was much astounded to bear 
him say he agreed with every word. 
The trade that Germany and Uelgiuni do 
with (ireat Britain is greater tiian tliat she 
does with them- that is tlie position which 
I took, and 1 will give you evidence that I 
was not mistaken.' But when .Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier went to Paris and boasted thai, he 
had got tlie treaties denounced, with a 
little intimation to his French I'neiids, 
that lie did not mind giving a black 
eye to Germany on their behalf, and 
which he followed up by shedding a few 
tears over the mourning statues ol Alsace 
and Lorraine, he made a statement, the 
accuracy of wliich I challenge. It is n seri- 
ous matter to charge inaccuracy against a 
public man on a public matter. This pa- 
jierwhicli I have with me, llic only politi- 
cal paper which I have in my iio'ssession, 
contains the copy of a document 
by Mr. Cbamberlain, and if there is 
one authority higher than another 
uiion tills subject, it is that gentleman . 
He met all these premiers together in his 
own oflice, discussed thesuhject with tliem, 
reduced it to writing and laid the report on 
tbe talile of the house, as a true statement 
of what occurred. You will search that] 
document in vain to iiiul any statenieiit 
that t.be treaties were denounced by tbein- 
lluonco of Canada. It is too long 
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I fcee Ill's answer in a paper whivh. reagjie^ ] foj- nw Ut read it now, hut il' 
me to-iiiulit. It is contained m n upeycll 
delivered to the board of trade ai; Toronto, 
and he says that the lirst thln'^ to be done 
was to secure the denunciation of tne 
treaties, and that if he had asked too 
much he wbuld have got nothing. I'rac- 
ticallv, that it was necessoiy to get 
one tiling at a lime. Well that reniins me 
of the old couplet— " Perhaps it was right 
to dissemlile your love, but why did j'ou 
kick me down stairs?" There was no 
rcnson for him to come out as an out-and- 
out free trader, and to say that free trach! 
WHS the oidy thing, the ideal of every 
country in tlie world. In fact I challenge 
Jiini to show any argument that tlie 
bitterest opponent of preferential 
trade cottld use that he has not 
used. In my judgment a wrong 
was done to Canada w hich nothing can 
excuse. Ho returned, and brought with 
Jiiiii n gold medal, given him by the Cob- 
den L'iub— given him because he was an 
mu-and-otu Iroe trailer. Now linding him- 
self face to face wilb the people of Toronto, 
who were Iwl uway by his promises during 
the campaign, hi! intimates tlnil if prefer- 
ential trade could bo got he would have no 
objection ; but in that case wliat is going to 
become of this medal? I am afraid that 
the story is a very poor and a very lame 
one.

There is another point in which ! joined 
i.xsiiewith Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and that was 
his deciaration that the great ambition of 
his life was to see accimiplislied a measure 
wliich would give Canada re])resentation in 
the liritiah House of Commons. 1 have no 
hesitation in saying that if ho hud studied 
the question as It has been studied by some 
for years he would find that he is half 
a dozen years behind the time. 
Lord Bosebery, who was untal lecently 
the leader of the Liberal party in England, 
in my presence on the )platl<jrni of the 
, Mniisioii House ill London s;(i(l that after 
years of careful examiiiatidii by all those 
who were eng.aged in stuilyingthe question 
of imiierial federation ihey bad unani- 
mously come to tbe coiiclusiou that a par- 
liaiiiciitary federation was utterly iniprac- 
tlcuble. Why? Because 1 iioidortaku to 
say that Sir Willrid Laurier cannot get 
tt)gcther a hundred men in the 
whole of Canada who will, after 
stiuiving the 4Ueslion, say they would 
eoMseiit to the parliamentary federation of 
tbe I'hnpire.

KLONDYKE LIFE INSURANCE. 

The Late Fred Cope Had an Accident Policy 
But It Is Declared Not Applicable 
/ There. 

Vancouver, Oct. 29.— (Special)— The 
late Fred. Cope held an accident policy 
in the I.ondon Guarantee and Accident 
Company for $o,000. The etateineut has 
been made repeatedly on the street re- 
cently tliat the i)o!icy would not be ])aid 
as the Canatiian territory adjoining AI- 
aaka IB uncivili;:fcd tunitory — so far us 
inauranco comi)anieg are concernod. Mr. 
A. A. Boak'a name, as a^eut for tlie com- 
pany, has been re]ieatedly mentioned in 
connection with the minor, and bein;,' 
seen by a Goi-o.sisr corraepondent, lie 
said : 

" I did not aee tlie late Mr. Cope at all 
in connection with the insurance risk. 
It was brought to US by Mr. McGrecor, 
That gentleman or hia assiatant men- 
tioned the fact that Mr. Cope was going 
to Klondyke to my partner, who con- 
sulted me. I etated that we had no in- 
atructicn regarding merchanta •travelling 
to Klondyke, but that the applicant 
could read over the policy and eatiefy 
himself before acceiUiiiK such insurance. 
.My partner telephoned this conversation 
in ell'ect to Mr. McGregor'a othco. The 
policy waa made out according to the ap- 
plication, for Fred Cope, merchant. At 
thia time all other accident coiuj)aniea 
in town wore accepting eimilar riaka. 
On the eame day that the policy waa 
written I wrote to the head oflice asking 
them if they wished to accept risks of 
merchaate going to Klondyke for trade 
— as separate and diatinct from miners, 
net accepted. 

"In the course of two or three weeks — 
•the letter was dated August 7th— I re- 
ceived an answer that tb«y would not 
accept such risks. About tbe eame time 
other accident companies in town re- 
ceived similar instructiony. I believe as 
a -result of a meeting of all accident com- 
poiaiea who declared K'.ondyke nncivil- 
izei. Til a head office has written to 
Measra. Cowan A Shaw, eolicitors for 
Mra. Cope, tliat Mr. Cope's ineurance 
will a:ot hold aa the accident occured in 
KlonJj'ke and no riaka were taken for 
tliat tei ritory . The whole matter hinges 
on the i.nter.uretation cLthe clause that 
claims for KocwImtR happening in un- 
civilized por;ions of Canada and the 
United States may not be paid. This

DYNAMITE IN SOUTH AFfilCA. 

President KruKer Would Not Cancel the 
Concession to the Company. 

PuETOBiA, Got. 28.— The Volkaraad 
having under consideration the report of 
the sub-committee on industrial condi- 
tions recommending a reduction of duty 
to the amount of ten shillings per case 
on dynamite and large reductions in the 
railroad tariff on mining requirements, 
President Kruger made a general state- 
ment to the eflect that he would not al- 
low the dynamite industry to oppress 
the minea, neither would he allow the 
mines tor strangle the dynamite indus- 
try. He said he was oppoaed to the can- 
cellation of the dynamite concesaion 
without BufEcient cause, aa the credit of 
the country would be damaged. 

KILLED IN A CHURCH. 

Finy-Four Persons Lose Their Lives and 
Eiebty Seriously Injured. 

St. PETERsnrjRG, Oct. 28.— A terrible 
calamity has taken place at the village 
of Khanielaff in the Kozoloff district, on 
the western coast of the Crimea. While 
service was in jirogresa in the village 
church an alarm of lire was raised. A 
panic ensued in the crowded congrega- 
tion, and the eflbrts of the officiating 
priests to calm the tumult were unavail- 
ing. In the stampede for the exits 54 
persQua were killed by sufTocation or 
being trampled, and 80 others were 
seriously injured. 

BUSSIA'S NAVAL STliKNGTH. 

It Would Enable Her to Seriously Harass 
the British in India. 

LoMJO.v, Oct. 2S.— The Odessa cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail, couiment- 
ing on the "immenpe growth of the 
Russian navy in recent years, es[)ecially 
in transport vorhcIs," aays : " Uussia 
could (piiekly pour Imndreils of tliou- 
aanda oi troops and maleriala ol war into 
India by way of the lil.ick sea and llie 
trand-Ciiucasian and Daglieatau railwaya. 
England would be at an enornioua dis- 
advantage if involved in a war with 
Kneaia, while the Russians boast that in 
the event of a crisis, the Ameer of 
AfKliauiatan would be on their side."

Peg and general dullness in maritime 
circles made yesterday a very quiet one 
along the water front. The Yosemite 
from New WeBtminster having been late 
in leaving and anchored at Fort Wash- 
ington for ifive hoars owing to the fog, 
did not reach' here tintil six o'clock yes- 
terday morning and left again for the 
Eraser 'at noon. The Charmer did not 
leave for the mainland until 7 o'clock, 
also owing to the denseness of the at- 
mospheric conditions. The City of 
Topeka arrived from the Sound, north- 
ward bound, at noon, and proceeded on 
her voyage to Wrangel and other Alas- 
kan polnta a couple of hours later. 
Shortly after leaving Tacomn for tliia 
port the Topeka got faat on a bar and re- 
mained there for three houra, having to 
obtain the servicea of a tug to eaeape 
from her awkward predicament. For- 
tunately no damage resulted. Moat of 
her passengers, of which she had a 
goodly number, were bound for Sitka, 
whence they intend going into the Cop- 
per river district. Some, intending to 
winter at Juneau, also went up from 
here, expecting to strike out for the 
goldnelds in the spring. 

NEW BOAT FOR THE STICKEKN. 

Mr. R. H. Hall, of the Hudson's Bay 

Company, authorizes the statement that 
a new boat will be built by hia company 
at once for service on the Stickeen river, 
and will be ready in time for the spring 
rush. In addition to the new boat, the 
Caledonia, extensive alterationa of which 
have been decided upon, will also be 
employed in the river traflic, and the 
company are also holding themselves in 
readiness to compete for the general 
transportation trade which will offer in 
the new year. Mr. Hall, who has had 
years of experience in the Northern re- 
gions, is an enthusiastic advocate of the 
all-Canadian route via the Stickeen and 
Teslin lake. He says that if the rail- 
road projected be not completed in t^me, 
it would be a comparatively easy matter 
to accommodate the rush by building a 
wagon road from Glenora to tlae lake, 
and no doubt something will be done in 
this direction. Wharfage facilities at 
Wrangel are also to be increased, and 
the company are generally making ar- 
rangements to provide for the demands 
of the travel by thia route.

TRADE OF THE WEEK. 

The General Situation Quiet, With Few 
Noteworthy Features. 

Xicw York, Oct. 29.— Bradetreet'a to 
morrow will say : General trade retains 
most of the featnres of a week ai;o, with 
a continued check to the movement of 
the staple merchandise. Mercantile 
collections are slower, filling in orders 
are smaller and more frequent, and busi- 
ness in staple lines for the latter half 
of Ostober, aside from that in wool and 
metals, has been somewhat disappoint- 
ing. Conaumption of iron and steel 
continuea heavy, but the mills refuee 
orders for 189S delivery, in the belief 
that the cost of making iron and steel 
will be higlier. Woollen goods continue 
firm and in fair demand, and with an 
upward tendency, but cotton factories 
aro weak and tho maiket is heavily 
stocked. 

Wheat is again above a dollar on con- 
tinued heavy exports. Ourwheatmove- 
ment aggregating more than 70,000,000 
bushels within thirteen weeks, ie un- 
precedented, and points to keener appre- 
ciation of the etatiatical strenmh m 
wheat by Earopean importers itiuQ b\ 
many American traders. 

The total number of hnsinesa fnilnres 
reported throughout the United States is 
272, compared with 20.5 last week, ^ IH 
in the week a year ' ago, 299 twoyeais 
ago, 25;! three years ago, and as con- 
trasted with 353 the fourth week ol 
October i -l'S.

Themoneymarketsremain free 
from embarrasBmentand loans toKurepe 
through imrchaees of long exulianue 
amount to about !f(i,000,000 already, for 
the first time (.ieriuan rather than Eng- 
lish exchange being preferred for the 
purpose. Commercial loans have nnicli 
increased. Banks report 50 ))er cent, of 
their loans for the week ia that form, 
tho important feature being .Soulherii 
mil! paper for cotton buying, l^xchuiige 
rose (juickly when it was feared 
abroad that the Union Pacific sale, 
in which foreign interests aro about 
$15,000,000, might be deferred, but sank 
as quickly iifter tlu> settlement. Heavv 
engagements for outgoing wheat, cover- 
ing four million bushels thiswe.'k, afTect 
monetary prospects, hut still more the 
produce markets. The wheat market 
advanced 2jjc. No. 2 red actually sold 
above $1, while speculation at St. Louis 
is pushing prices yet higher. The possi- 
bility that foreign exports may be 
checked is not to be overlooked, but the 
heavy engagements besides exports for 
tho four months past prove thiit foreign 
needs are real and larte. The corn move- 
inent was smaller, though exports fell 
only 300,500 bushels below last year's, 
and tho price advanced but eiightly. 

Canadian bank clearings were : To- 
ronto $7,416,101, increase 19.7; Winni- 
ptig ify, 121,51^7, increase 05.9; Halifax
